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Abstract. Having assumed, in the course of searching tor a theory of the German Revolution of 1848, the 
likelihood of having encountered not only one specific theory but rather various conflicting and sometimes 
paradoxical theories and interpretations, this study, after a vigorous research, seems to have adequately verified 
it. The study found out that while there is no specific theory for the German Revolution of 1848 that is 
generally agreed upon, it is the fact that there exist variety of interpretations or theories with highly conflicting 
and contradictory orientation and emphasis due seemingly to variety of factors ranging from ideological and/or 
political commitment favoring or opposing, revolutionaries or German outlook especially its foreign policy 
during 1914-17 and 1933-1935. Paradoxically, however, the study found that these theories and interpretations 
seem to agree on a strong point, that is the role of the middle class in cooling down the revolution and putting 
an end to its process through its alliance with the existing forces of the system. The study, having partially used 
a critical (textual) post-structural approach, has observed that the difficulty for having not reached one 
acceptable theory for the German Revolution has to do with the variables related to the researcher(s) as well as 
to the question of theory, in terms of its statements and their structure. This is so in pronouncing (saying) and 
or hiding certain elements, concepts, variables and related questions as well as assumptions, leading to its own 
reality of the matter (i.e. the revolution) which is less than actual reality of the matter. Accordingly the 
consequences of having no unified explanation or theory for the German Revolution will be of a great 
magnitude on the development of general theories of revolutions within the framework of conflicting 
paradigms.
